W a s h i n g t o n C i t y , March 31.—In the sen­ 
ate, the chair presented a communication 
from the attorney general, stating that his 
force of employes was too small to supply 
promptly the voluminous papers called for, 
and asking for more help. 
Favorable re 
ports were made on bills for the erection of 
public buildings at Chattanooga, Opelousas, 
and Portland. 
A petition was presented 
asking compensation to citizens of Kansas 
for property destroj’ed in the Cheyenne raid 
of 18iS. 
Mr. Plat' explained the provisions 
of his bill to organize the patent office in 
separate departments. 
David J. Brewer 
was confirmed as judge of tho Eighth dis­ 
trict 
la the house, the committee on public 
health reported t»acii a resolution d.irecting 
an investigation as to the adulteration of 
food and drugs as not within the province of 
congress; but it was recommitted, by a vote 
of Iii to 116. A resolution T»'as offered by 
Mr. Nichols, requesting the Sherman com­ 
mittee of the senate to mqu- re into the cir­ 
cumstances of the 
riot?

W ashington City, April I.—In the sen­ 
ate, a memorial was presented from William 
Webster, an American citizen, asking to be 
secured in the ownership of a half million 
acres of land in New Zealand bought from 
native chiefs before the British took posses­ 
sion. 
A bill was reported for ascertaining 
the expense incurred by Idaho territory in 
suppressing the Bannock and Nez Perce 
outbreaks. 
Bills 
were 
introduced 
to 
regulate the letting of mail contracts in 
Alaska, and to make gold and silver certifi­ 
cates legal tender. 
The bill for the relief of 
the Jeannette survivors was passed. 
Coke 
argued against the education bill. 
Gens. 
Grant and Beale were tendered the courtesy 
of the floor, 
In the house of representatives bills were 
favorably reported for the naturalization of 
the descendent of aliens who served honor­ 
ably in the arm y; authorizing the service of 
processes of Federal courts within the limits 
of Indian reservations; to provide for the 
inspection of live stock, hog products, and 
dressed meats; to forfeit the Marquette 
& Ontonagon land grant; 
to 
prohibit 
contracts for the labor of federal prisoner, 
and to pay government employes wages with­ 
held in violation of the eight-hour law. The 
bill to redeem the trade dollars was passed, 
by 189 to 46, after the erasure of the fourth 
section, which provided that they should 
be counted in the compulsory coinage. The 
special committee appointed to investigate 
the charges made by ex-Speaker Heifer 
against H. V. Boynton reported that they 
were not sustained by the evidence. 


W a s h i n g t o n City, April 2.—In the Ben­ 
et \ the chair presented corrected credentials 
of Henry B. Payne as senator from Ohio. 
A 
resolution was offered looking toward refer­ 
ence to an umpire of the question whether 
the treaty of 1S19 with Spain has been fully 
carried into effect by the United states. Bills 
were passed to refer to the court of claims 
the bill of William G. Ford, of Memphis, for 
fifty bales of cotton seized by the govern­ 
ment in 1865, and to refund to John P. Wal­ 
worth $2,280 for a seizure by Gen. Banks at 
New Orleans. 
The unusual debate on the 
education bill closed the session. 
In the house of representives, a memorial 
from bondholders of the Northern Pacific 
road was presented, praying to be heard be­ 
fore the public lands committee in regard to 
the proposed forfeiture. 
A recess of fifteen 
minutes was taken to receive Gen. Grant, 
who leaned on a crutch at the clerk’s desk 
and was introduced to members by Speaker 
Carlisle. 
A message from the president was 
roosted, recommending an appropriation of 
$100,000 for the protection of levees on the 
lower Mississippi. 


W a s h in g to n C ity , April 3.—In the sen­ 
ate, W iison presented a joint resolution of 
the legislature of Iowa, asking immediate 
steps to recover unearned portions of rail­ 
road land grants. 
A petition was received 
from 8,000 citizens of the western states, ask­ 
ing for a pension of at least $8 in money for 
each 
honorably discharged 
soldier and 
sailor of the late 
war. 
Favorable re­ 
ports were made 
on 
bills to erect a 
public 
building 
at 
Sacramento 
and 
to authorize the bridging of the Cumberland 
a t Nashville and the Missouri at White Cloud. 
The library committee was instructed to in­ 
quire into the expediency of purchasing from 
the Lewis family the sword worn by Wash- 
Ington when he resigned his commission. 
When the education biff came up, Pendleton 
opposed it, Beck made a political speech, 
Williams advocated the measure, and Hoar 
and Harrison outlined amendments which 
they propose to introduce. 
The house of representatives adopted a 
joint resolution authorizing the loan of flags 
and bunting for the fair at Richmond in aid 
of disabled Confederate veterans. The secre­ 
tary of the interior was authorized to inquire 
into the massacre of Dr. Marcus Whitmore 
and others in Oregon in 1847. 
Forty-six 
pages of the Indian appropriation bill were 
disposed of. 
W ashington 
City, 
April 4.— In 
the 
•enate, a bill was reported for the appoint­ 
ment of a commission to mark the boundary 
line between Indian Territory and Texas. 
Logan presented a petition from the Chicago 
board of trade against the further coinage 
of 
silver 
dollars. 
Lapham 
in­ 
troduced 
a 
bill 
to 
authorize 
the 
reappointment 
and 
retirement 
of 
disabled officers honorably discharged from 
the regular army. Jonas submitted a joint 
resolution making an appropriation of $100,- 
000 for the protection of leeves on the lower 
Mississippi. 
Speeches on the education bill 
were made by Bayard, Gibson and Morgan. 
Butler will propose an amendment that the 
money required shall be raised by a direct 
annual tax on the states. 
In the bouse a bill was reported to provide 
for the adjustment of congressional land 
grants within the borders of Kansas. 
The 
Indian appropriation bill was passed. 
An 
evening session was held for the considera­ 
tion of pension bills. 
W ashington City, April 5.—In the senate 
bills were reported for the erection of public 
buildings at Dayton and Springfield, Ohio. 
Bills were passed making it a felony to pre­ 
tend to be an officer or employe of the gov­ 
ernment. and to authorize the construction 
of a railroad bride across the St. Croix river. 
After some debate ou the education bill, an 
amendment by Logan, appropriating $15,- 
000,000 the first 
year 
and 
$20,000,000 
the 
third 
year, 
was 
defeated. 
An­ 
other amendment to set aside $2,000,000 
to aid in building schoolhouses in sparsely 
populated parts was lost. 
An amendment 
was agreed to that the f und should be dis­ 
tributed regardless to race or color. 
Hoar 
then propose!I an amendment to commence 
with $7,000,000 per annum and give $15,- 
000,000 the third year. 
. 
The house of representatives passed the 
agricultural 
appropriation bill, with 
an 
amendment increasing by $25,000 the appro­ 
priation for the distribution of seeds and 
plants. 
Amendments by the senate to the 
house bill making it a felony to personate a 
government officer or employe were con­ 
curred in. 
The question of forfeiting the 
Oregan Central land grant was debated for 
some time, without action.

The bill also 
provides that tho companies may establish 
and moi itain at their own expense additional 
offices, outside of those contemplated by the 
bill. 
Tho m axiuuim rates fixed by the bill are 
as follow s: When the distance is 1,000 miles 
or under. 20 cents for twenty words; for 
every 251' miles or fraction iu exc:*ss of 1,000 
miles an additional irate of 5 cents shall be 
charged; for telegram! din cled to be trans­ 
mitted by n: ’lit, under 2,OJO miles, 15 cents; 
fo r great* r distances, 25 cents.

aisociatio i dispatches, the rates are: for each

THE CY C LO N E AGAIN. 


A VU la c e D e stro y e d a n d a \n m b c r 
o f L ives L o st. 
Muncie, lad., April 2.—A destructive cy­ 
clone struck ‘his county, completely wiping 
Oakville, seven miles south of here, on the 
Fort W ayne, Cincinnati & Louisville rail­ 
road. our, of existence, and doing inestimable 
damage to life and property. 
The track of the cyclone was about a quar­ 
ter of a mile wide, aud everything in its 
track w--s destroyed. 
ClNCi." NATI, April 2. —Reports from east­ 
ern In :i m i an I Western Ohio say the storm 
was very sjvere. 
The wind blew a hurri­ 
cane, prostrating fences and telegraph lines, 
and communication is badly interrupted. 
P ittsburg, April 
2.—A terrific wind­ 
storm, accompanied by thunder, lightning 
and hail, passed over this city, doing con­ 
siderable 
damage 
to property and in­ 
juring a number of persons. 
Columbia, S. C., April 3.—A terrible tor­ 
nado has prevailed bere for twelve hours. 
Trees were uprooted, fencing razed for miles, 
windows demolished, and outhouses blown 
down. 
The state house has been unroofed 
aud the Palmetto monument greatly dam­ 
aged. 
It is reported that a village in Lex­ 
ington county has been completely destroyed 
and many persons killed and 
wounded. 
Owing to the interruption of telegraphic 
communications, details are unobtainable. 
C h a t t a n o o g a , Tenn., April it—The most 
destructive and frightful cyclone of the year 
swept over north Alabama and north Geor­ 
gia. 
The full effect of the terrible storm can 
only be surmised, as most of the territory 
traversed is miles from a railroad. 
But 
enough is known to characterize it as the most 
fatal yet reported. 
M u n cie, Ind., April 4.—Later 
report* 
from the district affected by Tuesday even­ 
ing’s storm verify all that has been said, save 
that the loss in the county is much greater i 
than \i as at first supposed.

{•truck about IO o’clock Thursday night on j prevails, 
Mad rock shoal, about 200 yards distant from 
S&mbro light, during a terrible gale and a 
dense fog. 
She immediately backed off, and 
the next moment struck on G ardner shoal. 
An immense hole was knocked in her bot­ 
tom. 
She speedily* filled and within a few 
minutes went down. 
At high w ater .the 
only thing visible is the top sailyard. 
So far as ut present is known, but one 
life-boat was launched, but bow' m any it at 
first contained is unknown. 
About midnight the mon a t Sam bro island 
observed a boat m aking for the shore, and 
guiding it around with torches to Calm 
cove, the occupants,seven in number, landed. 
They were fire of the crew and two pass­ 
engers. 
A fter daylight broke two people could be 
made out clinging to the rigging of the 
sunken ship, and a boat putting out from the 
light-house thep were rescued from their 
perilous position. 
The}’ proved to be Caph 
Scboonhoven and a boy passenger. 
About 9 
o’clock Charles Martin, of pilot-boat No. 4, 
touched a t Sambro island and received the 
above meager facts and then proceeded to the 
m ainland with the following message to 
Chipman Bros., agents of the W hite Cross 
line, in H alifax: 
The Belgian steam er Daniel Steinm ann, 
C&pt. Schoonhoveu, wrecked on April 3, 
about IO p. rn., between the rocks off Sam ­ 
bro. 
Ninety passengers aud thirty-four of 
the crew are drowned. 
Five of the crew, 
three passengers, and the captain were saved. 
H. SCHOONHOVEN. 
H a lifa x, N. S., April 7.—The three sur­ 
viving passengers of the Daniel Steinm ann, 
now in the city, state the vessel struck but 
lightly twice. 
The captain then summoned 
them all on deck and directed them to pre­ 
pare to enter the boats if such would be 
necessary . 
One boat was launched aud all 
made a rush for it, although good discipline 
was m aintained am ong the ships crew. 
The 
boat was well filled, and being attached 
to the steam er by a rope, some of those on 
board were about cutting the line when the 
steam er suddenly sank, dragging the boat 
and the unfortunate occupants with it. 
The 
boat turned over and every person in it was 
throw n out and drowned. 
W hen the stern 
of the vessel sank, the cries and screams of 
the women and children were heartrending, 
but lasted only for a few minutes. 
CapL 
Scboonhoven made his way up tho fore 
rigging. 
Two men caught the rigging of the 
m ainm ast and endeavored to climb along 
the stays between the masts. 
One was 
washed away. The other, John Neidermann, 
succeeded by a desperate effort in reaching 
the rigging, where he was pulled into a com­ 
paratively safe position by the captain. 
One 
of the w ire uplifts was broken and this gave 
play to the yard, which worked back and 
forth with the action of the waves, and 
threatened to tear out the m ast 
The tw o 
unfortunates from time to tim e cried out 
for 
help, 
but 
the 
roar 
of 
wind 
and 
w ater 
drowned 
their 
voices. 
They saw lights burning on the shore and 
signals while conscious th at they were be­ 
yond assistance. 
A t last daylight appeared. 
Soon after a boat put out from the cove. 
The captain was by this time so benumbed 
th at his companion had to use force to disen­ 
gage him from the spar and aid him into the 
boat 
He then followed and both were 
landed exhausted and taken into the light­ 
house, where their needs were prom ptly a t­ 
tended ta 
C apt Schoonhoven, in his statement, says; 
“The first shock was light, the second heavy’, 
carrying away the steering gear, and we 
could no longer get the engines to work. 
Next we drifted over the rocks and anchored, j 
It was pretty quiet and there was little sea. J 
I ordered to lower the boats and get the 
children and female 
passengers in first. 
H aving already one boat in the w ater I saw 
the ship coming near the breakers again. 
I 1 
ran forward to see if the chain cable was 
broken. 
Before 
getting 
there 
a mon­ 
strous sea broke over the poop, washing 
every passenger on deck overboard. 
This 
was followed by an awful crash and the ship 
went down as quick as lightning, stern first, 
carrying every one down. 
I got my last ob­ 
servation on the m orning of the 2d. 
There 
was a storm from the eastw ard when we 
struck, w ith thick fog and rain. 
It was im 
possible to save any papers.” 
Eleven bodies have so far been recovered. 
None of the cargo has drifted ashore or 
floated. 
Capt. Schoon^ove. has arrived 
here. 
H ie first body recovered was a little 
girl 6 years old. 
The features were dis­ 
figured , one of the eyes being almost torn out. 
She was com fortably dressed. 
This and a n ­ 
other girl, apparently a few years older, are 
the only females recovered. Beside the young­ 
est girl, in the dead-house, is the body of 
a boy of 18 years, supposed to be a brother. 
A m an picked up had the letter “M” in India 
ink on his left wrist. 
One of those recovered is supposed to be 
August Richter, of Dusseldorf. AU the bodies 
recovered are terribly mutilated. 
The faces 
are smashed in and eyes torn out. 
About 
fifty boats are engaged in grappling for th* 
victims. ♦ 
An official investigation will be held.
